—Nearly a 
score of itersons lost thei r lives 
by 
drow ning and lightning, property was 
damaged to an amount approximating 
$3,OOU,000 and two hundre d or more 
passengers 
marooned

washouts, 
caused by devastating floods and cloud­ 
bursts that struck sections of western 
Pennsy lvania, W’est Virginia, Wiscon­ 
sin and Michigan. 
I'he greatest loss of life was in the 
Superba coul mine, n e a r Unlontown, 
I’a.. where twelve miners, caught by 
an overwhelming flood of water, were 
drowned, while thirty -seven 
of their 
tcdlow workmen escaped to the surface 
alte r harrowing experiences.
